The annual meeting of this Society was held at

‘The 
unhappy little sufferer having sofar recovered as to 
regain his feet, wandered so near the cliffas to fall 
ver, and was precipitated into the sea; but the 
irin his petticoat, for he still wore that infantile 
carment, broke the force of his fill, and prevented 
him from immediately sinking. It happened that 
the boat of a man of war. which was lying in the 


offing, was just then returning from a watering place, 


ind seeing an object floating on the water rowed up 


to it, took him in, and carried him on board. the ship. 


The sailors made a pet of him and called him little 
lack ; and when he had become old enough for the 
service, made him a powder monkey, (a title given 
to those who carry cartridges to the gunners.) This

‘The Madras Eye Infirmary attests the munifi- 
cence of the East India Company—the presence and 
severity of the Ophthalmic Diseases in India, and 
the power aad energy of the Original Institution, in 
imparting to that distant, but interesting region, the 
‘means of cure or alleviation. 

In the year 1818, Mr. R. Richardson received 
permission from the East India Company to carry 
the practice of the London Ophthalmic Infirmary to 
the British dominions in Asia. The nature, extent, 
and effect of the relief administered under the sanc- 
‘tion and liberal support of the Presidency of Mad- 

ras, is shown in plain but affecting terms, in Official 
Reports addressed to the Medical Board ol Madras. 
Mr. Richardson states, that. during three years, end- 
ing the 30th of June 1622, three hundred and 
eighty-one cases of Cataract were successfully treat 
‘ed ; and he particularly notices the frequency of to- 
tal blindness from opacites of the cornea, ot which 
he speaks, under the name of * Loucoma.” This 
class of cases does not admit of cure, but Mr. Rich- 
ardson observes—“I have never, however. met with 
a case that did not admit of relief; and of those 
borne on the Report, many were restored from to- 
tal blindness to a degree of sight, small indeed, but to 
them of inestimable value.” And further—" The

This question 
has been recently completely put to rest, by the 
most irresistible of all evidence, that of actual ex- 
periment. The conversion of the Wyandotts, and 
some others of our Indians, is a demonstrative proof 
of the power of the Gospel to reform the savage 
heart, even before the lhe¢ht of civilization has en- 
larged his understanding, and changed his mode of 
living. And this truth is fully developed and con- 
firmed inthe early history of the church, and the 
labours of the primitive preachers and evangelists. 
When they went forth to preach ‘* Jesus and the 
Kiesuriection,’ they did not wait for the slow pro- 
cess of civilization to prepare the way for the in- 
troduction of gospel truth; but they addressed 
themselves in the name of the Lord immediately to 
the heart, and poured the light of divine truth into 
the understanding ; and civilization followed as an 
effect of religious information. So our modern mis- 
sionaries, following, though at a respectful distance, 
the footsteps of their venerable predecessors in the 
missionary field, have witnessed similar results.

The Baptist church in Mansfield was formed on 
the 16th of ¢ dctober, 1eog, consisting of thirty-eight 
members, twelve of whom were mules, and twen- 
ty-six females. ‘This church was collected and 
formed under the ministry of Elder Joshua Bradley. 
But he soon left them to build up other churches. 

In the spring of 1810, I became their pastor, and 
have laboured with them ever since. We have li- 
ved together in a good degree of harmony and love, 
and have been blessed of God much more than we 
could have expected. In the course of the year 
1810, we bad sixteen persons added to the church, 
and two dismissed. In the year 1011 there was 
something ofa revival among the youth, and eighteen 
were added to the church, and two died. In 1812, 
we had a few mercy drops, and nine were added to 
In 

813, it was much as the year before, and eight 
were added to the church; one dismissed, and one 
died. In 1814, the Lord seemed to smile upon us 


still, and thirteen were added to the church ; one 


was dismissed, one excluded, and one died. In i815 
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the church, although harmonious, was in a low state, | 
only four were added ; one dismissed, and one ex- 
cluded. In 1816, some time in the spring, the 
church began to feel their need of help from God. 
A number of the brethren and sisters agreed to hold 
special prayer meetings at the meeting house on the 
sabbath, one hour before the time of usual service.
